it appeared, in the courfe of the evidence, 
that the delinquent had taken the money early 
in the morning, from a purfe which contained 
upwards of thirty pounds, and had immedi- 
ately left the houfe, unobferved by any one; 
and that fome hours after, when the thefe 
was difcovered, he was met by his purfures 
within a few yards of the place, and in the 
very act of returning towands it again, 

This circumftance, joinedto the youthful 
and elegant appearance of the criminal, a- 
wakened Mr, S——Je’s" compaffion towards 
him; and With the voice of Mercy, and the 
look of Benevolence, he afked the unhappy 
youth what he-had to fay in his defence? 
Oppreficd with thame, and almoft finking to 
the earth, the youth replied, ** Nothing, Sir:

No words can furnifh the readerwith an 
#lequate idea of the efte&, which this fhort, 
but impatlioned difcourfe produced upon its 
hearers. Mr.S le’s hand trembled while 
he figned the criminal’s committal, and even 
the Plaintiff blubbered out his forrow for 
having, as he termed it, a hand in the lad’s 
life; he was, however, bound over to pro- 
fecute, and the culprit was fent to the county 
gaol. 

Beauty in man er woman, is certainly, as 
Daeen Elizabeth faid, a letter of recommen-

nance expreflive of manly fenfe and fpirit, 
though depreffed, joined toan air of elegance 
and fafhion, and I think he wangg@ not the 
zone beneath his car to make B¥ appear an 
Adonis, 5

In vain did Mr, Sw—Je or I try to thake 
off the impreflion which this unfortunate 
youth had made upon our minds; we could 
neither think or talk on any other fubjedt; 
and afver we had drank our coffee, he deter- 
mined to vifit him in the prifon ; to acquaint 
him with the near approach of his fate, which 
would probably be terminated at the affizes ; 
to induce him to difcover himfelf, fo far as 
might aid his humane endeavours, if poflible 
to preferve his life; and to fee chat there was 
no unneceflary feverity orinhamanity practifed 
towards him, as a criminal. 

_ Thete landable intentions were for a long 
time fraftrated by the invincible filence of the 
perfou in whofe favour they were defigned ; 
till upon Mr. S——le’s repeatedly asking 
him if he had a father or mother living, he 
burft into a torrent of tears, which aot 
fuffocated him, and then exclaimed, in all 
the bitternefs of grief, «1 had a mother, 2 
few months ago, but I perhaps have murdered 
her! O {pare ine, Sir, and let my death 
make all the poor atonement that is left me.’? 

The clue being once found, the generous 
S——le purfued the opening track, and fo 
pathetically enlarged upon the anguifh which 
a tender parent muft fuffer for the untimely 
death of fuch afon, as tomake him confefs 
he wifhed to fave his mother from that mite. 
ry, if it were poflible; but as he feared it 
was not, the only hope which he had now 
remaining, was, that fhe might continue ig- 
norant of his fate, and never know the infa- 
my he had entailed upon his name. 

The heart that has been hardened only by 

isfortune, is eafily foftened by kindnefs; 
and the tender attention which Mr. S le 
had fhewn to this unhappy youth, at length 
triumphed over his intended referve, which 
feverity could not have conquered, and 
prompted him to give the following hiftory 
of himfelf. 

«*T ama native of Ireland, and the eldeft 
fon of a clergyman, whofe name was Hart- 
ford, who. died when I was about twelve 
years old, and left a brother and two fifters 
younger thansnyfelf, My father was deem- 
ed an honour to his profeflion, both in his 
public and private charaéter, as a man of 
fenfe, probiry, and learning; and as the ten- 
dereft of hufbands and fathers. My mother 
too was a pattern of conjugal and maternal 
love.—-O why did I degenerate from virtues 
fuch as theirs; and become, as I am now, an 
outcaft of fociety, and a {candal to my name! 


‘¢ My tather’s livings were very confidera- 
ble, but the income died with him: there, 
however, remained in the family a fmall pa- 
ternal eftate, of about three hundreda year, 
which had been portioned out by fettlement 
among us; aud on this, by the prudent ceco- 
nomy of my mother, we were all fupported 
in a ftate of perfect affluence, though not of 
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grandeur, and giving up her whole time and 
attention to the care, management, and edu- 
cation of her little family. 

‘¢ When I was fifteen years old, J was en- 
tered in the Colieze of Dublin, and was in- 
formed by my dear and tender mother, that 
any of the liberal profeflions were left open 


to my choice; and that the would contrive to’ 


fare, from her flender income, as mich as 
fhould fupport me like a gentleman, in the 
ftudy of any of them which beit tuited my ge 
nius or inclination. 

‘¢ For two years I applied myfelf indefati- 
gably ro my ftudies, and obtained the highelt 
applaufe trom my Tutor, and the other fel- 
lows of the Colledge. 1 however obferved, 
that the Students rather feemed to diflike 
and fhun me, and frequently ufed, in derifion, 
to call me the Beardlefs Monitor. On this 
ecealivn | altered my -plan, and became lefs 
ftudious, and of courfe more diflipated. I 
foon contracted a friendthip with a fcilow-ftu- 
dent, about three years elder than myfelf, 
who was the fon of .a low mechanic, and was 


‘what they term a Sizer, in that Univerfity, 


who ranks in a {tation below the Gentlemen 
Cominoners and Penfioners. 

«¢ This young man‘’was an excellent fcholar, 
and pofleffed of” many agreeable qualities: he 
fung, played on the flute, wiore verfes, 
which he often fuffered to pafs for the pro- 
ductions of tkofe who had more money and 
lefs talents than himifelf; but with all thele 
pleafing qualifications, he was idle, infincere, 
and debauched; for ever neceflitous from his 
vices, he attached himfelf to thofe who could 
beft fupply his wants. 

«¢ As my allowance was much too {canty to 
afford him any pecuniary advantages, I was 
weak enough to fuppofe that his friendship 
for me was ‘totally difintereited, and that Par 
ker (for that was his name) loved me, as | 
did him, witha fincere and generous affection, 
He introduced me to many females of his ac. 
guaintance, and, amongft the reft, to a wi- 
dow who had two daughters: they were but 
in low circumftances, and made the Scholars 
bands and furplices, for their livelihood, 
The youngeft of thefe, whofe name was Ma- 
ria, was by fair the moft beautiful and ele. 
gant creature that I had ever converfed with; 
and when my friend and returued from our 
firft vifit, | reproached him with having made 
me unhappy, by fhewing me an object capable 
of attracting my tendereit regards, when I 
did net doube that he had already engaged 
hers. —

Provipence, Oober 9. 

By Capt. ‘Treadwell, we learn, that the inter- 
nal commotions at Martinico have been unhappily 
renewed, and as the inhabitants are divided into 
two parties, very ferious confequences were appre- 
hended. After che affair of St. Pierre, in June 
lait, when the people of colour were overcome, 
fome executions took place, in confequence of 
which two men of war failed from Port Royal to 
St. Pierre, and fecored forty or fifty perfons who 
had been initramental in caufing the faid execu- 
tions. Thefe had been tried and acquitted, but 
were ftill confined in order to be fent to France 
for another trial, and the period fixed for their 
embarkation was nearly arrived.. On ‘the 1f of 
September, a fignal gun was fired from Fort 
Bourborn, a firong fortrefs oa the heights, which 
commands the other fortsandtown. A meffenger 
having been fent to enquire the caufe, a demand 
was made for the releafe of thofe perfons, other- 
wife the town and lower fort would be canonaded. 
The demand was not complied with, and the fame 
Gay two thot were fired into the town. On the 2d, 
in the morning, fignal guns were again fired every 
hour, and fome fhot. At feven A. M. the pri- 
loners were fent up to the fort, under an efcort of 
Grenadiers ; the efcort was detained, and a de- 
mand made, that all the grenadiers which had 
ty from France on the old eftablifhment fhould 
.. fent home, and in cafe of refusal the town would 
»€ Canonaded at half palt five P. M. this however 
old not take place. On the 3d, in the morning, 
ell the foldiers amounting to about 300, marched 
~ to the fort without arms ; a part were received, 
: © others marched back, and all matters feemed 
Miely fettled, upon a promife that the grena- 

ters thould be marched over to to St. Ann’s, to 
~ qunnntleed for France ; but inftead of marching 
te 4aasy they went eaft of the fort, aad join- 





ed a large number of free-biacks. Thefe during | 


the night, kept apa continual fire of mufquetry 
On the fort, which was returned from the walls. 
A great part of the inhabitants had quitted the 
town, and Capt. Treadwell failed early next morn- 
ing. From the rftto the 4th of September about 
30 thot were fired into the town, which damaged 
— houfes, but none of the inhabitants had been 
illed. 





Ricumonp, O&ober 7. 

On Saturday evening laft, about 9 o’clock, as 
Mr. Hyland of this place was on his way from the 
coal pits, to Manchefter, he was flopped about 6 
Or 7 miles from the town by two men on horfe- 
back, one of which ordered him to difmount, but 
not finding him willing, pulled him off; as foon 
as he was di{mounted, he leveled a blow at the 
fellow who had encountered him, which brought 
him to the ground; his accomplice finding his 
companion likely to be overcome, got off his horfe 
and drew a large knife, and madea ftroke for Hy- 
land’s throat, which he fended offin fome meafure 
by a whip, but it glanced and cut a {mail gah juft 
ander his chin ; upon which he cried murder, when 
they made off, taking his horfe with them.—The 
blow which he gave the fellow, heis confident will 
occafion a very black eye, and which it is hoped 
will occafion him to be detected.

SpanisH INTELLIGENCE. 

Capt. Skinner, who arrived at Bofton on Sa- 
turday the 2d inft. in 40 days from Cadiz, in- 
forms, that the Spanifh fleet, confifting of 26 fail 
of battle thips, failed the zoth of July—That at 
the time of his failing, Auguft 22d, there were 10 
more fhips of the line, befides ffigates, at anchor 
in Cadiz Bay—and that the moft unremitted exei- 
tions were making to fit and man others. 

Capt. Skinner likewife informs, that two days 
before he left Cadiz, a thip of the line and three 
frigates, with troops, failed to reinforce the gari- 
fon at Ceata, the Emperor of Morocco having laid 
fiege to it. 

On Wednefday the 6th inft. failed from Am- 
boy, in New-Jerfey, the Brigantine Elias of Shel- 
burne, William Cook, owner and mafter, bound 
to the Weit-Indies, with 38 head of horned cattle 
and eight horfes, upon deck. About one o’clock 
next morning being then about 18 leagues to the 
fouthward and eaftward of the Hook, and under 
an eafy fail, viz. two wet mainfail, and fore- 
topmaft ftay fail, a fea itruck the brig under her 
counter, which unfortunately hove her upon her 
beam ends. Daring the time fhe lay in this fitua- 
tion, the people cut away the lanyards, on which 
both mafts gave way, and the brig righted. —The 
Capt. being in the cabbin at the time of her up- 
fetting was drowned therein before any affiftance 
could be afforded him. The people remained by 
the wreck untill Thurfday afternoon, four o’clock, 
by which time they had fitted up their boat in the 
beft manner circumftances would allow, the having 
been much damaged in this interval, and two 
large holes ftove in her fides, which they in fome 
degree ftopped with a pillow they found floated 
out of the cabbin. On Friday evening the crew 
arrived fate at Amboy again. Captains Marfh 
aod Vredenberg fet out laft Monday morning with 
two floops anda number of hands, to endeaver to 
fall in with the wreck, and if poflible bring her 
again into port. ;
